The French are sitting pretty on 
top of the tennis world and likely 
will retain their pinnacle seat for 
a long time. 
Bill Johnston, the little immortal 
of the court who did such yeoman 
work to keep this country at the 
top in tennis, thinks it will be 
five years before the United States 
will be able to recover the Davis 
Cup, which Is emblematic of inter­ 
national supremacy. 
The 
little 
Californian, 
now a 
busy stock end bond salesman In 
San Francisco, Is of the opinion 
that Lacoste and Cochet with care­ 
ful 
handling should 
keep their 
laurels for about five years more. 
Bill is not' greatly impressed with 
the new young French stars that 
have flocked to the game as the 
result of their. countrymen’s suc­ 
cess. He figures it will take this 
country about five years to de­ 
velop new talent that win have an 
equal chance of battling the two 
French leaders, who at this time 
will be close to the limit of an ac­ 
tive tennis career. 
Until 1927 the Davis Cup was 
exclusively the property of Anglo- 
Saxon countries, 
England. 
Aus­ 
tralia and the United States. Ten­ 
nis supremacy seems to travel in 
cycles and at the height of its 
greatness each country has been 
able to produce several super stars, 
England w ith the D oherty broth­ 
ers, Australia w ith W ilding and 
Brookes and 
the U nited 
States 
with its famous Bills-Tilden and 
Johnston. 
Now the Tricolor is supreme in 
the ancient game and two rem ark­ 
able players ar» entirely respon­ 
sible for the new order—Lacoste 
and Cochet.

The reparations due from Germany on account of 
the World war, and its payment to the other nations. 
has been the world’s hardest problem for tea years. 
It has not been a question of how much Germany 
should pay, but what was it possible for her to pay 
Economists and statesmen hare differed radically 
as to the possibilities. 
The Versailles treaty fixed the amount, and it 
was found to be impossible of payment The Dawes 
plan find a much smaller amount, and this is far 
from satisfactory. 
The United States is not fi­ 
nancially interested, except as Germany pays other 
nations, it makes it possible for the nations to pay 
the United States something on dm debts due us. 
There has been much pressure brought on die 
United States to forgive these debts, and then all 
the other nations would mutually cancel. 
This 
would undoubtedly relieve Germany from a large 
part of the burden of réparations. 
Statesmen of six great nations—Great Britain, 
France. Germany, Italy, Japan, and Belgium, have 
just appointed a commission to maim another settle­ 
ment of the reparations problem, and the United 
States will be asked to take part in the work of 
this commission. It is understood that no real set­ 
tlement of the reparations matter can be had with­ 
out the concurrence of the United States. 
This means that we will be urged to further 
scale down the debts due us from the nations of 
Europe, or to cancel them altogether. This is not 
a one-sided question. It is agreed by all Americans 
that the debts are both morally and legally due. 
There is also a growing belief that the debtor na­ 
tions will never be able to pay. At best the debt 
will drag on for at least a hundred years, with a 
growing discontent and hatred for the United States 
by debtor nations, lf the debts are cancelled our 
bonds must be paid by our own taxpayers, 
If 
they are not cancelled, and not paid, our taxpayers 
will bear the burden anyway. 
It is a question whether we would not gain more 
by a magnificent gesture in cancelling die debts, 
and deserving die good will of all die nations.
